May it please Youe Majesty, 

I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my annual 
Report on the condition and progress of Queen’s College, 
Belfast, during the academic year 1907-8. 

I shall speak first of— 


The Professoriate. 

One addition was made during the year, Mr. Robert 
Mitchell Henry, M.A., being appointed to the Chair 
of Latin vice Professor Dougan, M.A., whose sudden and 
lamented death I announced in my last Report. Mr. Henry 
is an old student of our own. During his career in 
this College he won a Scholarship eveiy year. He took 
the Degree of B.A. with First Class Honours in Ancient 
Classics, and a First Class Exhibition, in the Royal University 
of Ireland in 1893 ; in 189S gained the Degree of M.A. with 
First Class Honours, and the University Studentship in 
Classics ; and in 1900 was elected, after examination, a Junior 
Fellow of the University in Classics. He is also a Graduate 
of the University of London, having taken his Degree in 1890 
with First Class Honours in Classics, being recommended for 
the University Scholarship in Classics. Since his election to 
a Fellowship in the Royal University he has devoted much 
time to original research and literary work in classical sub- 
jects. He collaborated during the last three years with the 
late Professor Dougan in preparing a volume of his edition of 
Cicero’s Tusculan Disputations , and the materials which had 
been collected have been placed in his hands with the request 
that he, would complete the work. This, I am glad to say, he 
will do. 

Already the value of Mr. Henry’s appointment has been 
amply proved, and we look forward to a long continuance of 
the happiest results from it. 
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I have also the pleasure of reporting the following further 
additions to onr staff : — Mr. E. Marriott Smiley, B.A., 
as Reader in Ancient Classics; Mr. A. L. Higgins, A.B.C.S., 
as Assistant in the Engineering Department ; Mr. 0. E. 
Crymhle, B.A., as Assistant in the Chemistry Department; 
Mr. Thomas Dewhurst, A.B.C.S., as Assistant in the Natural 
History Department; Mr. J. Stuart Dickey, M.B., and Mr. 
Rowland Hill, B.A., M.B., as Assistants in the Anatomy De- 
partment ; and Mr. Robert Jamison, M.B. , as Assistant in 
Medicine. Our staff is now much larger than it ever was 
before. Subjects which in former days were linked with 
others under a single professor, with all the resultant disad- 
vantages of such an arrangement, have now been constituted 
units, and placed in charge of special teachers, each an expert 
in his own branch. The advantage of this change to the pro- 
gress of research and the interests of education can scarcely 
be exaggerated. Further progress still requires to be made 
in the same direction. But the nature and importance of the 
advance which has been already gained may be gathered from 
the fact that, whereas twenty years ago the entire teaching 
staff of the College consisted of twenty members, it now num- 
bers over forty. 

To our great regret, Professor Graham was unable, owing 
to ill-health, to lecture during the session. His duties were, 
however, very faithfully and efficiently discharged by a locum 
tenens— Mr. James Anderson, M.A., one of our' students, 
who, after a distinguished career with us, was last autumn 
awarded by the Boyal University the Studentship in Histoi-y, 
Political Economy, and Political Science. 

The Students. 

The number of students in attendance on lectures was larger 
during the session under review than it lias been for many 
years past. Whether this advance was due, in whole or in 
part, to the recent great enlargement and improvement of our 
buildings and equipment, and the increase of our teaching 
staff, or to other causes, it was very noticeable and gratifying 
.Vs a mattei of fact, notwithstanding the additions which were 
so lately made to our premises, some of the departments 
already exhibit signs of becoming overcrowded, so that fur- 
ther accommodation is being provided in several cases. The. 
numbers attending lectures in the Faculty of Arts and ’ in the 
of Engmeenng especially showed noticeable increases, 
and the attendance in the Medical School continued to be very 
jaige. The exact statistics of each department are given in

Lady Students, 

the largest that we have ever had. They now form a notable 
and valuable, as well as pleasing feature of our academic life, 
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ami tliey have succeeded, in many instances, in winning their 
way to very high places on our Honours Lists. So great were 
their numbers last session that we were obliged, not unwill- 
ingly, to provide them with an additional “Ladies’ I\oom.'' 
They have now, therefore, two large private retiring rooms 
resawed for their exclusive use and provided with all requisite 
accommodation for their convenience and comfort, where they 
feel quite at home during the intervals between lectures. 
It is intended, as soon as possible, to still further improve this 
accommodation by erecting new and still better and larger 
Ladies' Booms. Indeed, I hope it will not be long ere we 
shall have also a Ladies’ Hostel provided in proximity to the 
College, where lady students can reside under the superin- 
tendence of a suitable resident head. Lady students are 
evidently going to be in the future a prominent and important 
feature of our academic life. I am sincerely glad to believe 
that this is to be the case. Their admission to our College as 
students, with exactly the same rights as men. is one of the 
events of my Presidency on which I look back with sincerest 
pleasure. Nothing blit good lias come of what was at the 
time looked upon by some as a bold (by not a few, a mis- 
taken) step. It is proposed in the new University of Belfast to 
cany this revolution to a point not before even dreamt of, for 
ill the Charter it is intended to enact that all offices and posi- 
tions in the University (from the highest to the lowest) shall 
be open to women. Of this proposal I entirely approve. 

The Examinations 

for our Scholarships, Studentships, and other honours were 
held, as usual, at the. commencement of the Winter Session. 
There was a remarkably large entry for them, over a hundred 
students competing altogether, and the answering was of so 
high a level that the Council thought it right, to award ad- 
ditional prizes in several instances. 

In the competition for the Entrance Scholarships a pupil 
of the Methodist College. Belfast, Mr. Alexander Egan, 
gained the first place on tile Classical side, and a pupil of the 
Ballymena Academy, Mr. Noel William Patton, the first, on 
the Mathematical, while a pupil of the Upper Sullivan School, 
Holywood, Miss Georgiann Collingwood Bonynge, took the 
first Modern Literature Scholarship. The other schools 

which sent up successful candidates for Entrance Scholarships 
•were the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast ; Campbell 
College; the ‘Mercantile College, Belfast; Lurgan College, 
and tlic Royal School, Dungannon. 

■ On our nomination, Mr. Richard Thomas Beatty, B.L.. 
M.A. , was appointed to one of the Research Scholarships (of 
T150 per annum, for two years), founded by the Royal Com- 
missioners of the Exhibition of 1851. 

At the Royal University the successes of our students were 
even more remarkable than usual. In autumn, they 

actually succeeded in carrying off all the Studentships (value 
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£300 cacli) which were awarded. These were respectively in 
the. departments of Classics, Mathematics, Mental Science, 
and History with Economic Science. The four gentlemen 
who achieved this notable victory were Mr. Bichard Scandrett, 
Mr. James 11. Bid dell, Mr. James Stevenson, and Mr. James 
Anderson. Another great honour was a Gold Medal awarded 
for highly distinguished answering at the M.D.. examination 
to Mr. W. J. Wilson. The number of exhibitions and other 
honours gained by Belfast men was also very large. 

At the Spring Examinations this year the results were 
very similar. Once more all the Exhibitions awarded at the 
M.B. Examinations were gained by our students, viz., by 
Mr. Robert- G. Kevin, Mr. Arthur H. Joy, and Mr. Joseph 
G. Johnson. All the honours awarded, except one, were also 
gained by Belfast men. At the Third Examination, one First 
Class Exhibition was gained by a Belfast man, Mr. W. W. I). 
Thomson, who also took first of First Class Honours. At the 
Second Examination an Exhibition was won by Mr. W. If. 
Calwell. It is, I think, evident that the reputation of our 
students shows no sign whatever of waning. A list of other 
honours of various kinds gained -by them during tire year will 
be found in the Appendix to this Bcport. 

Religious Supervision. 

During the Session the College had upon its roll the names 
of •members of all the chief religious bodies to be found in 
Ulster, and, as usual, the provisions made in our Statutes, 
for the supervision of the students, and their instruc- 
tion in the tenets of their respective Churches, were carried 
out by the several Deans -of Residences who have been ap- 
pointed for that purpose by Warrant under the Royal Sign 
Manual. At the commencement of the Session each Dean 
was furnished by the Registrar, according to custom, with a 
list of the names and addresses of the students -belonging to 
his Church, and I now append the reports which I have re- 
ceived from the Deans as to the manner m which their respon- 
sible duties were discharged, and as to their opinion of the 
conduct of the students committed to their care. I give this 
reports in the order of the seniority of the Deans,

The Library. 

The following report on the working' of the Library during 
the year has been furnished to me by the Librarian : — 

“The Library, 

“ 1st June, 1908. 

“■Demi Me. President,— The accompanying tables show that exten- 
sive additions have been made to the stock of books, now numbering 
over 60,000 volumes. Unfortunately, no addition has been made to 
the shelf-space, and the congestion, to which I have referred ill previous 
Reports, lias become a matter of serious concern, The Tower Room 
in the main building, which has been used for the storage of editions oi 
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scientific works not in demand, is no longer at our disposal. Frequent 
complaints have been made to me of the inadequate accommodation m 
the Heading-rooms. This year it was found necessary to grant per- 
mission to senior students to read m the Gallery, which was closed 
last vear, when we were compelled to use the floor for the stacking ot 
unplaced volumes. The increasing number of readers— members of the 
College and others admitted under the new Rule ho. 12— has added to 
the difficulties of management. 


<« That the usefulness of the Library is seriously lessened lias been 
made clear in your last report to His Majesty and m the report of the 
Special Committee of Investigation. The longer the delay in relieving 
the congestion, the more difficult and expensive will be the labour oj 
putting this important department in good order. One of tlie heaviest 
tasks will be the arrangement of the collection m subject-divisions. 
At the foundation of the Library, and for some decades thereafter, 
new books were placed beside those dealing with the same subject, but 
foi* many V6srs past the “overflows ’ in ouch section have been Accom- 
modated’ wherever space could he found. 


“The urgent needs of tlie Library appear to be : — 

“1. Extension of the building, giving (o) shelf-space for volumes to 
bo added ; (!)) rooms for storage, for the preparation of tlie catalogues 
aud lists, and for other administrative work ; and (c.)increased reading- 
room space, together with improved accommodation in the existing 
reading-rooms. 

“ 2. Re-arrangement of the collection, involving the alteration of press 
marks, the preparation of a shelf-catalogue, and other clerical work. 

“ S. The appointment of additional trained assistants for the carrying 
out of tlie changes referred to under “ 2,” and for the performance of 
other duties necessary in a library of this size ; and (b) the exclusive 
service of a porter or cleaner for the better preservation of the col- 
lection and furniture.

I sincerely hope that the congested condition of the Library, 
referred to by our Librarian, will ere long be effectually re- 
lieved. No department of the College is in more constant 
use or is more necessary to the due. prosecution of our work. 
I am glad to say that our Better Equipment Fund made a 
grant of .-£'800 to the Library last year, and this it, has in- 
creased to .£100 for the coming year. 

During the year there were added to tiro Library 1,5*31 pub- 
lications, and the number of volumes bound was 350, making 
1,871 altogether. The annual rate of increase in the contents 
of the Library is sufficient indication in itself of tlie necessity 
for larger accommodation. The total number of volumes on 
the shelves is much over 60,000. The number of literary and 
scientific journals subscribed for is 158 ; 78 of these being 
English and 85 foreign. These periodicals, which are quite 
indispensable for purposes of research and advanced study, are 
eventually bound and placed on the shelves for preservation 
and reference. 
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A large number of volumes were presented to the Library 
during the year. In the Appendix a full list of these will be 
found, and I must express, on behalf of the College, our 
indebtedness to those thoughtful friends to whom we owe 
these additions to the contents of our book eases. 

The .Library Committee for the year consisted, in addition 
to the Librarian and myself, of Professors Freund, Park, 
Henry, Dixon, Letts, Gregg Wilson, Symington, Milroy, and 
Lindsay. They -met monthly, and were most assiduous in 
their attention to the duty committed to them. 


The Museums. 

The various museums were carefully -maintained, under the 
charge of their respective curators, during the year. 

Respecting the Natural History Museum, Professor Gregg 
Wilson reports that many additions were made to its contents, 
and that it was in constant use during the session. 

Of the Medical Museum Professor Symington furnishes a 
similar report. 

Professor Symmers sends -me the following interesting re- 
port : —

“ Dear Sib, — During the past year the Pathological Museum has been 
presented with a valuable series of microscopic preparations of the 
central nervous system. This series consists of 1,200 individual speci- 
mens, and was prepared by the late Dr. II. A. L. Graham. The 
specimens were presented by Dr. Wrn. Graham, of Purdysburn, to bo 
kept in memory of his nephew, to whose skill and patience their pre- 
paration was due. 

“It is intended to preserve these preparations in a special case, with 
an appropriate inscription, not only on account of their intrinsic 
value, but also as a memento of Dr. Graham, to whose untimely death 
I venture to refer with respectful sympathy.

The Materia Medics Museum has 'been practically rebuilt 
during the year, and is much enlarged, entirely refitted, and 
greatly improved in many other ways. 

For the Museum of Hygiene, which has hitherto been in- 
conveniently housed in a portion of one of the Chemical 
laboratories, a large new apartment lias now been specially 
provided, into which the entire collection of exhibits will 
shortly be transferred. Dr. O’Neill, its Curator, reports tliat 
it has been well used during the year. 

A new room for a Museum of Chemistry has also been 
erected. It will be supplied with a collection of specimens 
and apparatus, which will be sure to serve many useful pur- 
poses. 
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The Students’ Societies 

appear to have had useful and successful sessions during the 
year. 

The Literary and Scientific Society, which will next year 
enter upon the sixtieth year of its history, had as its President 
Mr. John Cony Arnold, B.A. A visit from the Right Hon. 
Augustine Birred, M.P., Chief Secretary for Ireland, on 28rd 
November, and an address with which he favoured a crowded 
meeting in the Union, marked a red letter day in its history. 

Dr. Warnoek was president of the Medical Students’ Asso- 
ciation. It was favoured with a most welcome visit from 
Professor Benjamin Moore, of the University of Liverpool, an 
honoured and well-remembered alnmnvs of our College, who 
delivered a most interesting address on “ Universities, Ancient 
and Modem.” 

The Union Society continues to discharge its important 
functions with much zeal and success. The president last 
session was Mr. James Ferguson, B.A., and the membership 
continues to grow. Recent renovations of the buildings have 
much increased their comfort and attractiveness. The library 
catalogue has been checked and revised during the year, and 
the books arranged in the order of subjects by Mr. Melville C. 
Irwin. Several acceptable volumes have been presented. 
The accounts for the year have been audited and vouched by 
Messrs. Stewart Blacker Quin and Co., Chartered Ac- 
countants, and show the financial position of the Society to be 
sound. It is a great matter that students can have comfort- 
able meals and many kinds of intellectual and social enjoy- 
ment, such as the Union provides. 

The Students’ Representative Council, which has come to 
occupy an important place in the economy of the College, has 
as its president Mr. Cecil B. C'rymble, B.A., and had a busy 
and eventful year. On its invitation, the British University 
Students’ Congress held its annual meetings in our College 
on 25th. 26th, and 27th June. These proved most interesting 
and successful under Mr. Ciyurble’s presidency. The dele- 
gates from England. Scotland, Wales, and Ireland wore, the 
guests of various kind hosts in Belfast, and a well-planned 
and successfully carried out programme of social functions 
helped to render the occasion ns enjoyable as it was useful. 

A new society was established during the session, 
whose advent I warmly welcome, " The Queen’s College 
Classical Society.” Its inaugural meeting was held on Otli 
March last, when an admirable address on " The Emperor 
Hadrian and His Times ” was delivered to a large, meeting by 
the newly elected president. Professor Dill, Lift. I)., LljJ). 
The Society is calculated to exercise an important influence in 
promoting the study of the ancient classics, which, ever since 
the. days of MacDonall and Rcichel, have been sedulously cul- 
tivated amongst us. A promised visit, early next session, 
from Mr. S. H. Butcher, M.P., is being eagerly looked for- 
ward to. 
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Other students’ societies and clubs are “ The Christian 
Union,” “ The Football Club,” “ The Athletic Club,” “ The 
Hockey Club,” “ The Tennis Club,” “ The Gymnasium 
Club,” “The Swimming Club,” “The Colli Club,” “The 
Cricket Club,” and “The Chess Club,” All seem to bo 
working busily and usefully. 

Nor must I omit to chronicle a most interesting and success- 
ful public meeting in connection with the College Gaelic 
Society, held in the Examination Hall on 31st January last 
under the presidency of Professor Henry, and addressed by 
Lord Castletown of Upper Ossory, Chancellor of the Royal 
University, the Hon Otway Cuffe, and the Rev. J. 0. Han- 
nay (“ George Birmingham ”). The visit gave a distinct 
impetus to the work of the Society, which has now quite a 
large roll of members. 

The President of ‘ ‘ The Association of Old Belfastmen in 
London ” this year was James Chambers, Esq., M.D. , and the 
Honorary Secretaries Messrs. J. Andrew Strahan, LL.B., 
and S. P. Kerr, B.A., B.L. The Association continues to 
do good by bringing together old students who desire to keep 
in touch with their College. 


The Better Equipment Fund 
continues to serve admirably the purposes for which it was 
founded seven years ago. Its funds are securely invested in 
the names of seven trustees, and the accounts supervised and 
periodically audited by Messrs. Stewart Blacker Quin and Co., 
Chartered Accountants, who kindly act as Honorary Auditors. 
During the year under review the College was supplied .by the 
Fund with the means for providing Readers, Assistants, and 
Demonstrators in fifteen or sixteen important departments. 
The Fund also made a grant of £300 to the Library (to be 
augmented next year to .£‘400, as already mentioned), and 
assisted several other departments of the College. _ In ad- 
dition, it is to be remembered that we owe to it The 
Musgrave Chair of Pathology,” “The Purser Student- 
ship in Mathematical Science.” “ The Riddel Demonstrator- 
ship in Pathology and Bacteriology,” the Mitchell Organ, a 
Travelling Scholarship, large and very important additions to 
onr buildings and equipments, and other benefits too numerous 
to mention. The names of the office-bearers of the Fund are 
given in the Appendix, and a list of the subscribers is per- 
manently printed in the College. “Calendar” in perpetutrm 
rci memoriam. Of the many enterprises undertaken on behalf 
of the College in recent years none has been more fruitful, 
directly and indirectly, in happy and far-reaching couse 
queuces than the Better Equipment Fund. 

Honours of the Year. 

It gives me pleasure to' mention that the Royal University 
last autumn conferred the Honorary Degree of LL.D. on Sir 
Otto Jaffe, one of our worthiest benefactors. 
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Two Queen’s men have been appointed during the year to 
the prinoipabliips of two of our most important Belfast edu- 
cational establishments, the Bev. Joseph W. It. Campbell, 
M.A., to the Presidency of the Methodist College, and Mr. 
B. A. II. MaoFarland, M.A., to the Headmastership of Camp- 
bell College. The best results may bo expected from both 
appointments. Dr. Thomas Oarnwath has been appointed 
Assistant Medical Officer of Health in Manchester, and Pro- 
fessor Baxter, LL.B., Professor of Civil Law and General 
Jurisprudence in the University of Dublin. 

For so far in this report 1 have been dealing with the 
ordinary history of the past year. But, as (lie good wine 
has ere now been kept to the last, so I have, in the concluding 
pages of this document, to recount a series of notable events 
which will always cause the late academical year to be marked 
in our annals with the proverbial white stone. 

First, in order of time, among these is to be chronicled the 
successful completion of the effort to provide the students 
with an 


Athletic Field. 


In my last Report I related the history of the noble exer- 
tions of the ladies of Belfast and its vicinity to supply this 
long-felt want , and now I have to record the completion of this 
effort through the munificence of that never-failing friend of 
our College, Sir Donald 'Currie, G.C.M.G. His letter on the 
subject will best tell its own tale. It deserves to be recorded 
and preserved verbatim : —

“ Deau Pbincipal Hamilton,— I have received your letter informing 
me of the result of the efforts made by the students and by the friends 
of Queen’s College to secure the balance of the £5,000 required for the 
Recreation Ground. My promise was one-fourth, and yon tell me that, 
owing to the inclemency of the weather at the time the bazaar was held, 
the success of the excellent efforts made by the ladies and friends who 
so kindly assisted was not what you would have certainly bad 
in more favourable circumstances. I can well believe your exertions 
would have had a remarkable success if you had been favoured with 
the weather. 

“I heard with much pleasure how earnestly Lady Londonderry, and 
the other ladies who so strenuously assisted to secure the necessary 
support to your enterprise, had acted, and so heartily. How, then, can 
I do otherwise than assist the College still further myself ? So I shall 
enclose to you a cheque for £2,000 to pay off the amount required to 
complete the £5,000.

This letter, so generously conceived , yet so modestly and un- 
affectedly expressed, speaks for itself. The contribution an- 
nounced m it makes a total of .£22,000 given by Sir Donald 
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Currie to Queen’s College. A joint committee of the Equip- 
ment Fund and the students lias been for some time engaged 
on the task of finding a suitable field, and it is to be hoped 
that their efforts will soon be crowned with success. 

In connection with the winding up of this very successful 
effort on behalf of the Athletic Field, two well-deserved pre- 
sentations were made, which 1 have sincere pleasure in 
chronicling, one from the Executive Committee to Mrs. 
Morton, who occupied the arduous and very important posi- 
tion of Honorary Secretary to the enterprise, and the other 
from the students to Professor Gregg Wilson, D.Sc., who, as 
its Chairman (and a great deal more), rendered yeoman ser- 
vice. 

Last autumn brought with it another notable event in our 
history — the formal 


Opening of the New Buildings, 

in the erection of which we had for some time been engaged. 
These were fully described in my last Report’, so that I re- 
quire here merely to name them. They comprise “ The 
Donald Currie Laboratories,” devoted to Chemical Science; 
“ The Musgrave Laboratories,” to research and teaching in 
Pathology and Bacteriology; ‘‘The -Tali' c Laboratories, to 
Physiology; “The Harland Laboratories,” to Natural Philo- 
sophy and Engineering; ‘‘The Biological Laboratories/’ to 
Zoology Botany, Palaeontology, and Geology ; and ‘ ‘ The Phar- 
maceutical Laboratories”; various Lecture-rooms and Class- 
rooms, either new, or old rooms transformed and lefitted, 
and a new' boundary wall and railing, with entrance lodge and 
tower. These works, it should be said, were designed in a 
style to harmonise with our older buildings by Mr. Robert 
Cochrane, LL.D., F.E.I.B.A., to whose cultivated taste and 
skill the College was previously much indebted and they were 
ably carried out under his direction by the local officers of His 
Majesty’s Board of Works, Mr. S. K. Kivker, Assistant Prin- 
cipal Surveyor, and Mr. Russell. 

The late Lord Kelvin had most kindly consented to afford 
one more, proof of his deep interest in his native place, and its 
College, by opening these .buildings. But, to our intense 
regret and that of .multitudes outside, Lady Kelvin suddenly 
contracted a serious illness, and Lord Ivelvin was unable to 
nav his promised visit. Our sorrow was intensified a few 
months later when the news reached us that we should never 
again have the joy of seeing the greatest of European scientists 
afd most eminent of Belfast men withm our walls 

Lord Kelvin deputed liis nephew, Mr. James Thomson, 
MA son of one of our former professors to represent 
hinTat the opening of our new buildings on 20th September 
last a duty which was ably and most acceptably discharged. 
Mr Thomson read to a crowded assemblage the address which 
his noble uncle had prepared for the historic occasion, so sad y 
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and unexpectedly deprived of tlie charm of his presence. For 
more reasons than one this address will live in our annals. 
It (began as follows : — 

“This is a unique day in university history. 1 believe 1 may safety 
say that never on one day and in one university were seven laboratories 
opened for scientific instruction and research. The universities of the 
world are headed by Belfast in its achievements of to-day. 

“ Queen’s College, Belfast, is the University of Belfast. The good old 
honoured name of Queen’s College, in memory of our beloved' Queen 
Victoria, will remain forever with the University of Belfast. But I hope 
that usage, lawfully anticipating law, may, from to-day forward, give to 
Queen’s College, Belfast, provisionally its true name— the University 
of Belfast. Queen’s College was not destined to remain a college of 
a federated “Queen’s University of Ireland” — a university which, 
partly because of its being federal, was not thoroughly and conveniently 
successful in practice. A university has grown up in Belfast during 
ninety-three years from the small beginning, about 1815, of the Aca- 
demical Institution, to the grandeur and completeness in which it now 
stands forth fully equipped for all the work of a university. The 
sooner the University of Belfast is officially proclaimed to be an inde- 
pendent national university, the better for Ireland, and the better for 
the world to be benefited by its work.” 

Little did any of us who heard these striking and almost 
prophetic words, dream liow soon steps were to be taken to 
carry them into effect ! 


The speaker continued : — 

“ The great development of which the completion is commemorated 
to-day has come to maturity within six years from seed planted in 
1901 by Principal Hamilton in his initiation of the Better Equipment 
• Fund. This enterprise has been made a splendid success by the 
patriotic liberality of citizens of Belfast and many other well-wishers 
of Ireland. Some of the benefactors’ names are happily commemorated 
in the titles of five of the seven laboratories. The laboratories of Physics 
and Engineering are named after the late Sir Edward Harland, whose 
widow was joined by Lord Pirrie and Mr. Wolff in the work of building 
and equipping them. Chemistry is happy in the Donald Currie 
Laboratories, and Belfast is grateful to Sir Donald Currie for his 
effective aid in securing the success of the Equipment Fund and for 
his own very generous contribution. The physiology laboratory 
is named after Sir Otto Jaffe, who lias been a very zealous promoter 
of all the objects of the Equipment Fund. The laboratory of pathology 
is named after the late Sir James Musgrave, who was also a very 
zealous promoter of all the objects of the Equipment Fund, and who 
founded a professorial chair which bears his name. By your kind 
invitation I am now allowed to have the great honour of declaring open 
tlie seven laboratories — for Physics, Engineering, Chemistry, Biology, 
Physiology, Pathology, and Pharmacology.” 


These laboratories have since been in continuous vise and 
have proved of the utmost value, not only to our own work, 
but to the advancement of scientific knowledge. The keen- 
ness with which ardent researchers now devote, themselves to 
great investigations within their walls, often far into the 
mght, is inspiring , and already has been rewarded by results 
ot which, I am persuaded, more will yet be heard. 

It would be unpardonable, I suppose, to omit from this !Ro- 
port mention of an occasion of deep personal interest to my- 
self, which otherwise, just because its main interest was 
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personal, 1 should gladly have passed over. 1 refer to the 
unveiling in our Hall on 30th December last of a sumptuous 

Bronze Mural Tablet, 

on which over-generous friends have inscribed a. tribute to 
the services which they are good enough to think I have 
rendered to the. College. Of the 'bronze itself I may bo 
allowed to say that a finer specimen of the engraver’s art it 
has not been my fortune to see anywhere. 

I cannot but feel deeply the goodness of those who 
have erected this monument in the College, where in youth I 
wore the student’s gown, over whose affairs it has been my 
honour and happiness to preside for nineteen years, whose 
rapid advancement in vigour, prosperity, usefulness and fame, 
it lias been my joy to witness, and to which I am more and 
more deeply and unaffectedly attached and devoted, as time 
rolls on. The kindness which devised and carried out this 
mark of respect can never be forgotten by its recipient. It is 
graven on my heart as imperishably as the inscription on the 
bronze. The honour done me on the occasion was much en- 
hanced by the fact that the ceremony of unveiling was per- 
formed by my old friend, quondam schoolfellow, and fellow- 
student, The Hon. Mr. Justice Dodd, while the chair was 
occupied on the occasion by so distinguished a representative 
of our graduates as The Right Hon. Thomas Sinclair. 

I cannot but in this Report refer to an event which occurred 
while it was in process of writing — the return to Europe, after 
a long and eventful life in China, of one of the greatest and 
most famous of Queen’s men, 

Sir Robert Hart, 

Bart., G.C.M.G-., TJj.D. He entered this College in 
the second session of its history. His name stands in 
our Calendar as the. winner in that year of a Junior Scholar- 
sin]! in Classics. This success he repeated in the two follow- 
ing years, 'finally gaining, in the session of 1853-54, the Senior 
Scholarship in Modern Languages and Modern History. Then, 
on the nomination of the College, he proceeded to China to 
begin that splendid career in the service of the Celestial Em- 
pire. which lias been of such enormous service, not only to it, 
but to the world. Now, laden with honours, he is back 
again among us, and, on .behalf of his old College, I have sent 
him our greetings and our welcome on his return. It is but 
justice to say that he lias been unfailingly true to his alma 
mater ever since he left our portals in 1854. He has 
proved his continued interest in it by one kind and generous 
deed after another, one of the last being a munificent subscrip- 
tion to our “ Better Equipment Fund,” of the foundation of 
which he heard -with the deepest interest in Peking. We look 
forward in due time, when he has had due rest after his 
long journey and toilsome labours, to publicly and formally 
welcoming him within our walls again. Belfast has already 
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very properly resolved to confer upon him the freedom of the 
city, and we have also learned with great pleasure that it is 
intended that he shall occupy a position of high honour in our 
new University. 

But, interesting as are the occurrences which 1 have men- 
tioned, they must yield the premier position to another, which 
has almost engrossed the attention of the College throughout 
most of the academic year. I refer to the introduction of the 
' ‘ Bill to make further Provision with respect to 


University Education in Ireland,” 

which was brought into the House of Commons by the ] tight 
Hon. Augustine Birred, M..P., Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
on Tuesday, 31st March last. 

On the history of this measure, or the clamant need which 
has long existed for some such Bill, this is not the, place to 
descant. At a very early period of my Presidency, it was plain 
to me that until, in some way such as is now provided, or by 
some other method. Queen’s College was set free from the in- 
tolerable disabilities and restrictions under which it has been 
doomed to labour too long, in consequence of the evil legisla- 
tion of thirty year’s ago, we could never hope that it would 
accomplish all the work which it should for higher education 
in the North of Ireland. Years ago I expressed myself 
strongly to this effect, and never since have I repented of 
having done so or ceased to long and labour for the coming of 
our day of deliverance. Some, no doubt, have thought me 
wrong in doing so, but personal knowledge and bitter ex- 
perience burned the conviction into my heart. Now the long- 
looked for day. of the advent of which many in the College 
had begun, not unnaturally, to despair, blit in the faith of 
which I, for one, never faltered, is at Inst coming, and Belfast 
may rejoice in the prospect, of possessing a University of its 
own, whose existence, to rise the eloquent words of the Chan- 
cellor of a sister University, spoken the other day, will un- 
doubtedly diffuse around it an intellectual atmosphere, making 
life better worth living for all who breathe it. With a great 
price other cities have purchased this freedom— Belfast re- 
ceives it ns a gift. 

It is surely something to gladden all our hearts to think that 
our beloved College is to be elevated to the rank of u complete, 
and fully equipped University of the highest modern type, a 
University self-contained and self-governing, free from all ex- 
ternal control, thoroughly and entirely academic, and still, I 
hope, retaining its old, time-honoured, name of “ Queen’s.” 
It is to have a State endowment of 1128,000 per annum — not 
by any means an extravagant income, but one not to be 
despised when we reflect that it is exactly four times the 
annual amount at present charged itrpon the Consolidated 
Fund for the support of our College. In addition, we shall 
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continue to enjoy our existing private endowments, which are 
of no inconsiderable value, and there will be also the Univer- 
sity and class fees. The latter at present amount to several 
thousands of pounds yearly, and will doubtless much in- 
crease. under the new regime. We may also expect that the 
resources of the University will be replenished by the gifts and 
legacies of men interested in the education of our beloved 
North of Ireland. Moreover, the University is to receive an 
initial grant of .£60,000 for the provision of any additional 
buildings, equipments, or lands which may be needed. 
This, again, cannot be regarded as an exorbitant sum, and it 
will bo all more than needed. But when it is remembered 
that- wo possess already our present fine buildings, which 
originally cost many thousands of pounds and have recently 
been increased in number and capacity and equipment, this is 
by no means an insignificant grant. Best of all, the new 
erection is to be based on the same broad, exclusively 
academic and non-sectarian foundations on which Queen’s 
College was established “sixty years since,” and on which 
it has continued unalterably and firmly to stand. Moreover, 
it is something that it will not start on its new career as an 
absolutely new foundation. Behind it, it will have the in- 
spiring traditions and the. splendid reputation and most 
honourable history of this College, whose name has long since 
gone to the ends of the earth. And our new' University will 
also be, in the best sense, racy of the Ulster soil, governed 
by Ulster men and Ulster women, many of them graduates 
of our own, and it will have what I have long desired to 
see, a sufficient infusion not only of the professors, but of 
representatives of our chief local public bodies, and of the 
benefactors to whom we owe so much. It will surely, also, be 
an unspeakable gain to our students to have no longer to under- 
take harassing and expensive journeys to Dublin for the pur- 
pose of being examined for their various degrees, and a gain 
to our professors to be. relieved from similarly frequent, pro- 
longed, and weary visits to the metropolis for the examination 
of the students. ' It is no wonder, in view of all these and 
many other important gains, that the near prospect of obtain- 
ing our University fills our hearts with joyful anticipations 
of the dawning of a new era not only for Queen’s, but for 
Belfast, for Ulster, for education, for the advancement of 
knowledge over the world. 

At a largely attended meeting of the Professors and Lec- 
turers of the College, held on April 7th, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously passed : — 


“ 1 That wo desire to express our extreme gratification that an 
earnest attempt is being made to settle the Irish University question 
on a permanent basis.” 

" 2 That we rejoice that the provisions of the Bill ensure that the 
proposed new University in Belfast shall stand upon the same broad 
non-sectarian and purely academic basis on which Queen s Meg , 
Belfast, has worked since its establishment ; that the uimeisity shall 
be freo from religious tests and from all ecclesiastical control ; that

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it is to be a free and completely self-governing university; and that 
public bodies, benefactors, professors, graduates, secondary teachers, 
women, and students will be represented on its governing body. ” 

“3. That in our opinion the elevation of this College to university 
rank will not only add much to the dignity of Belfast, making it ;t 
University City, but will give a great impetus to higher education hero 
and throughout Ulster ; that it will stimulate botli teachers and students 
to show themselves worthy of the higher status now proposed to be 
granted by the Legislature; that it will excite much greater public, 
interest in the College and attract an increasing amount of public 
support from local benefactors ; and that it. will largely stimulate 
literary and scientific research and promote the diffusion of knowledge 
and culture throughout the North of Ireland.” 

l, 4. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to the Chief 
Secretary and to the Press.” 

As this report passes through the press we. are. glad to hear 
that the. Bill is steadily making its way through Parliament, 
and that we may soon hope to learn that it bus received the 
Royal Assent. 

I have thus endeavoured, to tell, as succinctly as might be, 
the story of our College during another year of its history — a 
truly memorable year, indeed. All needful further details 
will be found in the statistical tables and other documents 
which I have placed in the Appendix to this Report.
